Somewhere in France, 
1st part of July 1918. 


Dear Mother and Family: 


Will now take time to write a few 


lines to you, letting one and all 
know that I'm enjoying good health 
as ever, and feeling better than I 
ever did. I like the way we are liv- 
ing over here at the present time; 
we are out in the open air all the 
time and sleep in our little "pup" 
tents. One surely feels fine in the 
mcnuing. 
We can sleep inside of 


some building if we care to, but it's 
too nice weather to do so. A pup 
tent is just large enough for two 
men. 


Probably you would like to know 


what I do to spend the day. At the 
presentv time we have breakfast at 
fi a'-urVfrom 7:30 to 9:30 a.m. In- 
structions of buglers, from 10:00 to 
11:00 litter drill, from 1:00 to 3:00 
p.m. 
band practice, and concert at 


5:00 p.m. 
We are then at liberty 


till 10 o'clock (bed check). 


Sundays 
we 
play 
for church. 


When we can't get in a church we 
have open air meetings. I know that 
many people back home think we 
never see a church or hear the word 
of God "over here." but it's all a 
mistake. 
Last Sunday our Regt- 


Chaplain had services in a Catholic 
church, .and as far as I can remem- 
ber it is the first time I was ever in 
a Catholic church) it ceitainly was 
beautiful. The French people prais- 
ed our music very much. 
A sister 


informed me later that the music 
sounded like a big pipe organ. You 
may think I had a hard time under- 
standing her. but she spoke better 
English than you or I. 
Once In a 


while we will run across one that 
can speak good English, then is our 
rJiance to Jearn French. It's a won- 
der they don't get tired of-us: but 
nevertheless they are too glad to 
help us out in every thing or way. 


On the -till of July we played all 


day for the ball games between the 
batteries, and in the evening we 
playcfl at different wine places, and 
of course they would treat us with 
light wines or ale. 
We are allowed 


that, but no whiskey. Th's will give 
yon an 
i<J<ca of how weJl we are 


IreaJed. 
During our spare time we 


for a Wai's throwh the country 
bay a drink of cider from <he 


farmer'; and vitboH* fail they give 
us an extra drink of good fresh cow 
milk and something Jo eat with !t. 
Trie Fron^h people certainly think 
a lot of tho Americans. 


While giving a concert the othfr 


day I heard a" sound Hke a herd of 
horses coming down the hard clay 


1 looked around atu! to mv 
1 saw a li«t!e boy running 


Howard*; us. 
The sound came from 


him fo»- he had on wooden shoes, 
can yon imagine anything like it? 


Daddy can tell you better of the 
shoes than I. 


The 
railways 
In 
England 
and 


France are much smallei than in the 
states (our country). 
I might say 


that three of these engines would 
make one of ours and about the 
same with the freight cars. To the 
best of my 
knowledgb cultivation 


(agriculture in othei woi-ds) in Eng- 
gland and France Is not so good as 
in U.S. as there is much rocky ground 
I have not seen a fiame build'ng yet 
in either country. I believe the peo- 
ple don't know what corn is, for I 
have not seen any corn since here, 
not even in the fields. 


It is quite amusing learning to 


speak French, although I am get- 
ting along very well 
I bought a 


French grammar and dictionary so 
will be able to speak a little when I 
come home, and I believe that it 
won't be long till I am back in U. S. 
again. 


I have been told that we can get 


along almost as well here as in the 
states. 
They have American shows, 


post exchange, and we also get good 
American tobacco and sweets. 
I'm 


very glad of that, for none of us like 
the Fiench tobacco, although we get 
a package of smoking (Bull Dur- 
ham) 
from the government every 


four days. 


I almost forgot to say that the 


people liked our music so much 
that they presented our leader with 
a fine bouquet of flowers. 


When answering this letter say 


you received letter number two (No. 
2) that is the only way I can keep 
track of my letters 
Your letters to 


me will not be censored, so don't 
fail to tell me all you can; but I 
won't stand for anything that will 
make me sad, or homesick, for I'm 
too happy for that. 
Some of the 


boys have 
received 
letters 
from 


home since over here, but I have 
not. 
If you have written to me at 


Camp Mills, N. Y., no doubht will 
get it soon. Every time I see Eddie 
Couch he asks if I have heard from 
home yet. Please let me know where 
Archie Goodwin is, piobably I may 
find time to drop him a few lines.

buy them 
over here. 


Camels you can buy for 6c a package 
and Prince Albert for 7c a can and 
"chewing" cheap, too. 


France is far different from the 


states in many way's. I could not be- 
gin to tell you about it, so all of 
you will have to waif 
until I get 


back. 


But these trains over here are 


some more, if you would put them

CHAPTER II. 


The Kaiser at Potsdam. 


Getting out of Germany proved to bo 


a far more difficult proposition than 1 
had imagined.

The exultation of the Germans over 


the niuinph of their aimies in Italy 
knew no bounds. While it was at its

Realizing that it would probably be 


sexeral months before I could finally 
settle up my affairs, nnd that my child, 
who was anemic, ought to be taken 
out of Germany with as lltrtle1 delay us 
possible because food conditions weie 
fast going from bad to \vorse, I ap- 
plied to the kommandantur fbr leave to 
have my wife and child go to Mon- 
treux, on Lake Geneva, Switzerland, 
where I hoped to join them at the 
earliest possible moment and accom- 
pany them home. I did not reliflh tha 
idea of their going across the ocean 
\vithout me.

passed while our application was going 
from one official to another, lying, per- 
haps for daj s at a time under a pile of

I got up at once and packed my in- 


struments, and at six-thii ty the car, -a 
big gray Mercedes limousine, arrived. 
Besides the chauffeui there was an. 
outrider carrying the bugle whose dis- 
tinctive notes only the kaiser may use. 


A\ bile the Shell room and other state 


rooms were accessible to •visitors be- 
fore the war, no one was ever permit- 
ted to visit the prhnte apartments of 
the kaiser upstairs. 


On this occasion, however, I was 


guided right through the Shell room, 
thiough a door opening on the left and 
up a wi#e staircase to the kaiser's 
gat^orobo, or dies^ms room.

"Davis, I wiU see what I can do in 


the matter," he replied reassuringly, 
and as he was leaving my office he 
turned to me and said in the presence 
of his two adjutants: "Regarding that 
matter you spoke of, leave it to me 
and I will see what I can do!" 


The kaiser's influence would readily 


solve our problem, I thought, and I 
was very much relieved. 
Two days 


later, however, I received a letter 
from Count von Moltke, one of the kai- 
ser's adjutants, stating that the kai- 
ser had spoken to him regarding the 
Switzeiland project, but, under the 
circumstances, it was out of the ques- 
tion. If, however, my child's condition 
were such as to make a change of cli- 
mate really necessary, he added, the 
kaiser suggested t^t a trip to the 
Austrian Tyrol mighl perhaps be ar- 
ranged, as the climate there was Just 
as good as that of Switzerland, but be- 
fore permission would be granted for 
that trip it would be necessary to ob- 
tain a certificate from the district doc- 
tor stating that it was necessary. 


As the food situation In Austria was 


just as bad as it was in Germany, if 
not worse, that Idea didn't appeal to 
me at all, and I went immediately to 
the kommandantur and explained the 
situation to them. 


When they saw Count von Moltke's 


letter the officer In charge threw up 
bis hands. 


"That's final," he declared. "That 


comes from a higher authority than 
ours. It is useless to pursue the mat- 
ter any further. We received a com- 
munication from his majesty regard- 
ing your case, but the matter was left 
entirely to our discretion. It was not 
a command, only a request from his 
majesty. A command, of coarse, would 
have been different." 


Then I applied for a pass for my 


wife, child and myself to go to Amer- 
ica. 
They pointed out at the komman- 


dantur that as ray wife's application 
to leave Berlin preceded mine, it was 
possible she would be allowed to leave 
before me. I told the officer that that 
would suit me admirably, as I wanted 
the pass for Mrs. Davis and the child 
granted at the earliest possible mo- 
ment regardless cf wtat action might 
be taken on my own application. 


Again there followed a long period 


of anxious waiting while the German 
red tape slowly unwound, but eventu- 
ally, in September, we received word 
that Mrs. Davis and the child might 
leave Berlin for Copenhagen between 
October 10 and 12. They left on the 
teath. 


A day or two later comrsenced the 


German offensive against Riga.* on the 
Baltic. Within three or four days the 
Germans captured successively the 
Oescl, Runo, Oforo aad Moon islands 
in the Gulf of Riga and then carried 
their invasion to the mainland. Their 
apparent objective was Petrograd and 
on October 10 the Russians announced 
that the scat of the government would 
be removed from Petrograd to Mos- 
cow. 


These successes on the Baltic failed 


to ovorcomc the depression In Germany 
caused by the serious Internal situa- 
tion la Austria at this period. Muni- 
tion factories were being wrecked by 
nwnjrer-crazed and war-weary strikers 
and the populace was being shot down 
in great numbers In the food riots 


developed In various parts of 


Not since the war began had 


the cutlork been so discouraging for 
tl.e Genr.ans. 


Then, on October 24, Just as things 


«<•«• locking their blackest, the groat 
Gernaau-Austro offensive against Jbe 
Hal' 
j*5 was start«l. In throe da>s the 


Itclicr.s were swept out of Austria and 
the Teutons pressed forward to the 


west cf the Isrr.zo fiver leading 


to titf Venetian r»l«'«s. By the end of 
OctoT-er the Italian antics were in full 
retreat. Before this offensive was over 
the Geraajs- captured, they claimed, 
no lew than 300.000 Ditson«ra aad sev- 


\\ bile I was breakfasting, the kaiser 


was dressing. His valet entered sev- 
eral times, I noticed, to take out arti- 
cles of clothing from the massive 
wardrobes which lined the room. I had 
just completed my meal when I re- 
ceH ed w ord that my patient was ready 
to receive me. 


As I entered the kaiser's bedroom 


I he was standing in the center of the 


room, fully attired m an army gray 
uniform, but without his sword. He 
looked more haggard than I had ever 
seen him, except once in 1915. 
Lack 


of sleep and physical pain were two 
things with which he had had very 
little experience, nnd they ccitainly 
showed their effects very plain!j. 


He didn't seein to be in the best of 


humor but greeted me cordially enough 
and shook hands. 


"In all my life, Davis," he said, "I 


have never suffered so much pain." 


I expressed my sorrow and started 


to improvise a dental chair out of an 
upholstered armchair on which I 
placed some pillow s and, as the kaiser 
sat down, he laughingly remarked: 


"Look here, Davis, you've got to do 


something for me. I can't fight the 
whole world, you know, and have a 
toothache!" 


When I was through and his pain 


was relieved, his spirits seemed to re- 
viv e appreciably, and he explained w hy 
it was he was so anxious to have his 
tooth trouble removed as quickly as 
possible. 


"I must go down to Italy, Davis,'* 


he said, "to see what my noble troops 
have accomplished. 
My gracious, 


what we have done to them down 
there! Our offensive at Kiga was Just 
a feint. We had advertised our in- 
tended offensive in Italy so thoroughly 
that the Italians thought we couldn't 
possibly Intend to carry it through. 
For three months it was common talk 
in Germany, you remember, that the 
great offensive w ould start in October, 
and so the Italians believed it was all 
a bluff and when we advanced on Riga 
they were sure of it They thought we 
were so occupied there that we could 
pay no attention to them, and so we 
caught them napping 1" 


The kaiser's face fairly beamed as 


be dwelt on the strategy of his gen- 
erals and the successful outcome of 
their Italian campaign. 


"For months Italy had been engaged 


in planting her I«K guns on the moun- 
tain-tops aad gathering mountains of 
ammunition and supplies and food and 
hospital supplier in the valleys below, 
in preparation for their twelfth Isonzo 
offensive. 


"We let them go ahead and waited 


patiently for the right moment. They 
thought that their contemplated offen- 
sive must inevitably bring our weaker 
neighbor to her knees and force her to 
make a separate peace!" By "our 
weaker neighbor" the kaiser, of course, 
referred to Austria, and how accurate 
was his information regarding Italy's 
expectations and how easily they 
might have bmi realized were subse- 
quently revealed by the publication of 
that famous letter from Kaiser Karl 
to Prince Soxtiis. 
"" 


"And 
then," the kaiser went on, 


"when their great offensive was within 
a week of hdntj launched we broke 
through their lines on a slope 3,000 
feet hlRh, covered with snow, where 
they couldn't bring up their reserves 
or new g«n?, and we surrounded 
them! 


"We took practically everything thoy 


poswssed—f<wt| enough to feed our 
entire army without calling upon oar 
own supplier at nil. Never hrforc had 
oar armies «sf<-n such an accumulation 
of ammunition. I must certainly go 
down to see it. 


"Wo mt off ihrfr northern retreat 


and, as thoy swung their army to the 
south, we f-aplurcd OOjOW) °f tncm nP 
to their knws 3n the rice fields. One 
of the Krcat mistakes tli«y made was 
in carrying ihHr civilian refugees with 
them—clogRlnR their narrow roads and 
Impeding; the rrtreat of their soldiers. 
We bad taken iwssesslon of their post 
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productive regions, and their retreat 
•was through territory which yielded 
them nothing. Just think of that re- 
treating army thrown upon the already 
impoverished inhabitants of that sec- 
tion. Why, thej'11 stane to death! 


"Everywhere we went we found 


their big guns abandoned. In one 
small village w e came upon a gun dec- 
orated with flowers and surmounted 
Tilth a portrait of Emperor Franz Jo- 
sef. It had been put there by the Ital- 
ian inhabitants of the village to show 
their happiness at being released at 
last frcri the yoke of the intolerable 
Italian lawyer government! How ter- 
ribly the Italians must have treated 
them! Italy -will never get over this 
defeat. This was real help from God! 
Now, we'\e got the allies!" and he 
struck his left hand with his right with 
great force to emphasize his apparent 
conviction that the turning point in 
the w ar had been reached with Italy's 
collapse. 


That the kaiser now regarded him- 


self and his armies as invincible I felt, 
and I feared that the success to Italy 
would be followed at the first favora- 
ble opportunity by a gigantic offensive 
on the western front. 


Indeed, on a subsequent occasion, 


when he called at my office for further 
treatment, and again referred to the 
Italian triumph, he remarked: "If our 
armies could capture 300.000 Italians— 
and those 300.000 might just as well be 
dead as far as Italy Is concerned—we 
can do the same thing against our 
energies on the west!"
